Miss Nolsou felt Senator Lindsay's 
pulse and fouml that It waa bat^l 
beating. .She saw that deathvasnT 
near and hasUly caUed the aem- 
bers of the family, who reacbM the 
patient's bedside In Une to siwak 
to him before he died. 

Judge Lindsay died this morning 
shortly after 6 o'clock ai bis resi- 
dence after an illness that liad kei>l 
him In bed for several niontbs lie 
had a severe attack of soni(> com- 
plicated bladder trouble about two 
years ago and for several days It 
was thought he would die at that 
time, but he rallied and in a short 
time was able to go about and re- 
sume his law practice, though he 
was never strong again physically.

Editor Ham* and Farm: 

I wish to have a talk with our 
brother farmers on the subject of 
seed corn selecting. Wbat excuse 
ran we make for waiting until 
spring to seleist our seed corn, then 
go to the crib and get our seed, 
and, pf coaraa. we can't toll whether 
the ear we aslaet waa grown on a 
stalk having Only one good Oar or 
one with two or three ears. Be- 
sides the make-up of the stalk 
should be considered, for It takes 
more fertility lo support a large 
stalk with ear as high as you can 
reach than it does a medium atalk 
with aame number of ears not over 
three and a halt feet from the 
ground. So why not select our. seed 
corn in the field, where we can tell 
number of ears , to' bS»^i6iSk and Its 
make-up? If we have not got a 
good variety to select from, we 
should buy seed next season and 
begin our own selecting In field next 
fall. If we want ears low on stalk 
we should save the lowest ear for 
seed, 80 let's wake up to the im- 
portance of selecting seed, be it

Gow ^eas Great Drop. 

Some varieties of cow peas have 
upriKliI Imsliy forms of growth: 
some trail aloiiK on the ground like 
vines. The pods vary in length from 
four to twelve Inches. 

The colors are as various as. those 
of the rainbow— white, red; green, 
brown, pink, purple, btack or mot- 
tled. " 

In shape they also differ; some^ 
are rouhd, others flat or kidtieyl 
shaped. 

The time for maturing ranges 
from sixty days to three or four 
months. Drilling the seed is pref-i 
arable when bay is wanted. | 

After corn is laid hy cow peasi 
are drilled in between rows and they 
vrili yield a fine pasture for stock ' 



after the corn la gathered. Wkea 
drilling for this purpose the'tator 
kind are best 

Three pecks to the acre for this 
work. Peas should be sown not 
over three inches deep and the soil 
must be dry and warm. 

When drilling for hay any after 
culture aids very much to the yield. 

When tke peaa begta to akow 
signs of ripening, by tka pods |uid 
folisge beginning to tora yoltoiT. wo 
mow for hay. 

I'et tha rines remain as cut for 
at least 24 hours, to cause wiltlhg, 
and throw into small plies or OOdU 
to dry out thoroughly. 

They should not be drawn to tor 
several days U the wsntker wUl al- 
low. 

If the train iiB sort are planted 
care must be taken in stacking that 
good ventilation Is given to prevent 

mold. 

A good stand will yield from one 
and one-h%lf to two t^ per acre; ' 
Id the north it is a valnaUe' 

drought-resisting plant and will 
grow where almost any other plants 
would perish. 

Many farmers save only , seed 
' sufficient for their own ose, as the 
labor is tedious. 

The pods are plucked by kand. 
or when the, bush sort Is grown 
the plant Is pulled and stored away 
' until aotae convenient time when 
thoy ki« kbreshed out witk a ftall 
or by jMchine. 

If ^ trailing sort sre wanted 
the vines are mowed and treated as 
above. Some wasteage occurs in 
this method, but this can be utilis- 
ed in pasturing afterward. 

Green cow pea hay Is more nu- 
tritious than red clover and con- 
tains less dry matter for total 
weight than any of the grasses or 
clover. 

When planted for green manur- 
ing It Is adrisable to turn boga or 
any stock la the fields about the 
time the pods are ripening. 

Hogg, espei iaily young pigs, thrive 
on the succulent growth and the 
quality of the meat to very super- 
ior. 

An acre of cow peas will iiasture 
18 or 20 hogs several weeks. The 
worst drawback is the firat COBt Of 
the seed, but when once you have 
started their growing you can save
